the assessm ents on real estate this 
year would he raised ten per cent. 
This is in accordance with the wish­ 
es of the state board o f tax 
com­ 
missioners. 
* 
It was also announced that 
the 
assessm ents on all personal proper­ 
ty would be raised in Rush county 
this year. 
The exact amount of the 
increase on personal property had 
not been decided late today, but will 
likely be the same as on all real es­ 
tate. 
The state tax board urged the 
increase and the matter had been 
discussed by the assessors at sev­ 
eral meetings here hut a definite con­ 
clusion was not reached until today. 


In order to work in 
harmony it 
was decided that all the townshijts 
should raise 
the 
assessm ent-. 
it 
was pointed out that if one town­ 
ship raised 
the 
assessm ents, 
the 
state hoard of tax 
commissioners 
had the right and probably would in­ 
crease the assessm ents of the rest 
of the townships. 
The board has 
no power to make the countv raise 
the rate of the assessm ents. 


All of the assessors and their as­ 
sistants were present at the meet­ 
ing and other matters of interest to 
each were discussed. 
Most of the 
assessor* 
secured 
their 
supplies 
from the auditor’s office before leav­ 
ing for home this evening and the 
actual work 
will 
start 
Monday, 
assessor »Schrader denied that noth­ 
ing of a value of less than ten dol­ 
lars would he assessed, 
lie 
says 
that every thing the assessors can 
get hold of with any sort o f a value 
will he assessed. 


The ten per cent increase on the 
face of it looks to he a large amount, 
hut in actual figures it is not. Under 
the assessment last year the amount 
of taxable property in 
the 
county 
was approximately ten million dol­ 
lars. 
The rate is twenty-three cents 
on the hundred dollars and at a ten 
per cent increase it is estimated that 
the county would receive only about 
$2,300 additional in revenue from 
taxes. 
In Rushville township Earl Priest, 
township assessor, has his deputies 
lined up and ready for work. 
The 
deputies will he Homer Cole, E.* L. 
Kennedy. John Jones and Marshall 
E. Newhouse. Mr. Priest will assess 
real estate himself outside of city
